Under the new system, a 
voter will place the number '1' 
beside his first choice and, it he 
vvishe.'?. write '2' beside his se- 
cond chpice, He is not compelled 
to make a second choice. 



FIRST CHOICE 

Wlicn the votes are counted, 
the counters will make a pile of 
first choice votes for eacn can- 
didate. Then they will take the 
votes which have gone to all but 
tHe first two candidates, and re- 
distribute them according to 
their second choices. 

In this way, students who cast 
their votes for a candidate who 
subsequently turned out (o be 
not in the running, will have 
their, second' choice votes coun- 
ted, ^towardoneiof the tW6 men 
who 'actually, wins the position. 

Although the new system 
seenvs coinpljcated, it will.be sim- 
plified by instructions printed 
clearly on the ballot.

Insult To Injury 

Tlie "cnleche" was not feven a calèche. , ' 

. Insult was added to injury .yesterday when our 
"Old Quebec Historians" informed us -that McGiU's 
"calèche" was not a calèche, but a Victoria. Calèches 
only have two wheels, whereàs the McGill engineers 
vehicle had four. What is more, we were told, there 
are only about three calèches stiUi extant in the Pro- 
vince. • .^.^sr^i^^ J 

This insult wiis 'added to the increasingly obvious 
fact that the adventure was a hoax. 
The facts seem irrefutable. 
The Engineers were seen thirty miles .south of 
Quebec, and thirty miles north of Montreal ; there is 
no trace of them in between. Five groups of people 
made the trip to. Quebec to volunteer help, and none 
reported seeing the calèche. All phoned the DaxU to 
ask for information, and later, to report on the search 
for their whereabouts. 

, Calèche tracks were traced in the snow, and were 
spotted by two group?. The tracks, with footprinta, led 
up to some truck tracks, and then stopped. It is very 
likely that the calèche was loaded into one of the 
trucks at this point. 

They were traced as far as a gas station at Lau- 
rier Station, which is near where the Dai/y reporters 
left them about 5:30 pm. They were reported to have 
turned back to Quebec, but no one else" said they had 
seen them. Even bus and truck drivers along the way 
were questioned, but they, having travelled the route 
in both directions did not see the calèche. 

Various sources report the idea was -.originally 
hatched as a hoax, but when they received all the pu- 
blicity, the engineers decided to go through with it. 
At this point several of the volunteers backed out. 
This in itself does not mean that the trip was a hoax, 
but the seeds of the idea were there. .i^^^^fc 
All these factors seem to lead to the conclusion 
that the engineers packed the calèche into a truck 
some 30 miles south of Quebec and unpacked it 30 mi- 
les outside of Montreal to reap all the glory. 

This could have been a verj' good thing for Mc- 
Gill. Much publicity was reaped, even Time Magazine 
covered the .story ; now the publicity will be of a bad 
sort. It could have meant a big boost in campus spirit 
(î'The Canadian Calèche Pulling Record'^)- but the 
lack of enthusiasm was shown in, the cool reception 
. received by the engineers. 

The people who suffered most were those volun- 
teers who acted in good faith and went out to help 
on Thursday night. These men spent the whole night 
looking for the cnleche, and all failed.^ They reported 
to the Daily, and were instrumental in the gathering 
of evidence. It is' they who deserve our gr^^itude. 

. A Positive Approach 

Today at 1 pm a group of students from 'the 
School of Architecture will march in protest against 
•what they claim to be the lack tif comprehensivre phy- 
sical planning for McGill's campus. The architects, in 
V their petition to the administration, , àré demanding 
to know how this lack of planning^ came about. They 
wish to knô\v if, in .fact, there is a master plan for 
future con-struction at McGill. 
. This protest march- .is one of the first positive 
. steps McGiirstudehts have taken in recfent years with 
-a, view to ameliorating the approach towai-ds "opera- 
tion expansion." We salute the architects for taking 
the initiative in presenting their welUhought out pro- 
test to the administration. 4 ■ 

' We only hope the "march" will maintain an aura 
of dignity which will give this demonstration the se- 
rious aspects which will malfe it effective. We hope 
that other McGill students who sympathize with the. 
architects will either join with them or take similar 
positive isteps- to voice their criticisms.

Union College of Schenectady, New York, won the 
Winter Carnival Debating Conference finals oh Saturday 
by the unanimous decision of three judge-i. 



The annual, conference, describ- 
ed as "the largest of: its kind in 
the British Commonwealth", was 
attended this year by 70 teams 
from 35 Canadian and American 
colleges and universities. 

The Union team of Paul Boltay 
and Arnold Klappar defeated a 
MacDonald College Team consist- 
ing of Chris Gilbert and Carlton 
Davis. Tlie winners upheld the ne- 
gative side of the topic; "Kesolv- 
icd thatjurriender to Russia is pre- 
ferable ^(o risking the destruction 
of Jiumanity in nuclear war." 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS 

The first speaker was Gilbert of 
tlie affirmative. He described in 
considerable detail the effects of 
nuclear weapons, which be divid- 
ed into immediate effects of blast 
and radiation and the genetic ef- 
fects of long-term 'radiation. He 
then claimed that continued resist- 
ance to Russia involved the 'risk' 
of racial suicide, and that suicide 
was condemned as a sin by all re- 
ligious leaders. 

Baltay, speaking for the nega- 
tive, said tliat. his opponents had 
not defined the. risk of nuclear war 
and were comparing the'effects of 
surrender to tlie certainty of nu- 
clear war, which was not proved 
He also reminded them that -a 
western surrender" would still 
leave two states with a nuclear 
potential, Russia and China, and 
would not end the threat of nu- 
clear war. , 

SURRENDER IS SUICIDE 

He .went on to say that "the 
essence of humanity is freedom"

He compared the risic of phj'sical 
mutation with brainwasning ' or 
"mental mutation". "They would ■ 
take our mindl and our bodies. , . 
our children- would never hear of 
democracy, or God." 

Davis, the second affirmative ^ 
speaker, referred to "mislea^4ing 
statements" of his opponents ana 
described their definition of hu* 
manity as "limited." He produced 
«dditional statistics on the pos. 
sible effects of nuclear war and , 
mentioned that such a war might 
be started accidentally or as a 
preventive measure by the Rus- 
sians. 

Klappar, the second negative, 
reiterated the point about China. 
He also said that Russia would 
remain a total dictatorship be> 
cause the "classless society" en- . 
visaged >>y Marx was contrary to 
human nature. 

RESIST 

"Our opponents suggest resis- 
tance- after, surrender. Surely the 
time to resist is before surrender, 
while we are strong and united. . . 
we should, try to reduce tension 
as a free people, able to bargain."
